Beebe, who designed the park, 
said Tuesday morning he and 
Community Development (CD) 
Director Remar Harvin were’ put- 
ting the final touches to bids they 
will submit to City Clerk June 
Boglioli for advertising. 

Included in the plans for con- 
solidated Phases II and III are a 
second softball field, perimeter 
fencing around the entire park, 
outfield fencing around the two 
softball fields, dugouts, lighting, 
restroom facilities, à drinking 
fountain, a shuffleboard court, 
sidewalks, paved parking facilities 
and, if enough funds are left, lan- 
dscaping. 

Beebe said the total estimated 
cost for the additions and im- 
provements is $115,000, all of 
which will be paid for out of CD 
funds. 

The city has already spent 
$125,000 on improvements made 
this fiscal year at the park, .im- 
provements which include a 
lighted softball field, and lighted- 
tennis and basketball courts. 

Remar told the commissioners 
during their regular meeting Mon- 
day night he wants to incumber the 
funds allocated for the im- 
provements as quickly as possible. 

The park facilities already 
existing are being heavily used.

Palm Beach County last year, 
juveniles accounted for 49 percent 
of all major crimes and 43 percent 
of all crimes against property. 

He said his organization is 
already dealing with “a handful" 
of youngsters in the Glades but 
there are many more who could use 
help. He said the Division of Youth 
Services office in the Glades has a 
list of 500 who needs 
help but the only programs 
available deal with them in large 


groups. 

“What we're looking for is а one 
on one relationship,” he said. “We 
need people, men and women, who 
are ready to spend some time with 
these kids; not to go out of their 
way to entertain them but who'll 
do things with them they were 
going to do by themselves 
anyway.” 

He said the older person might 
take the teenager along with them 


when they go fishing, when they're 
working on a project around their 
home but mostly to be there to talk 
and, even more important, to 
listen. 

"Kids," he said, "and even 
parents, will turn to these volun- 
teers and open up when they 
wouldn't turn to a professional 
counsellor over the long term." 

He said most people think 
professional counsellors have 
"some kind of bag of tricks’ to 
solve problems and turn problem 
kids around. It doesn’t work that 
way. Volunteers, people who aren't. 
psychologists or sociologists, can 
be much more effective.” 

And if, he said, four hours a 
week seems like a lot of time, he 
pointed out that he is currently 
dealing with three teenagers now, 
as well as a fourth who is living 
with him and his wife, and that's in 
addition to a 60-hour work week.

dialogue with the Administration 
and consumer groups, which we 
hope will produce satisfactory 
legislation during the early part of 
the new Congress,"’ said Kirstein.
